replied, with a smile. Without the 
United States the League would be 
a lame and impotent organization; in 
all probability It would fall to pieces. 


Therefore, we may start from the 


postulate that Senator Knox, Senator 
Lodge, Senator Borah, Senator John- 
son and their associates fully intend 
the death of the League of Natkma 
and are taking measures to that end.

their 
ulterior 
aim? 


Merely to prevent {he erection of 
safeguards against the greatest causa 
of human suffering cannot be tb» 
whole end and aim of their plotting. 
We know that they have a political 
purpose—to express their Hatred of 
PEBSIDENT WILSON, to discredit 
him and thereby advance the fortunes 
of the Republican ftarty. Their tac- 
tics and their utterances disclose that 
motive, it is charged against them by 
responsible leaden of their own 
party.

TIIK SIX WHO (iKT "HAD" SKRVICK. 


The most serious part of our recent service test we will 


lake up first. Six telephone* users out of ()2, or 9.0 per 
cent, said that their service was bad. All the others or 
JJO.H per cent said their service was "fair" or "tfood." 


The specific reports on these six telephone users were 


as follows: 


1. "Can not call at all times." This was not a complaint 


on a party line. If the numbers called are properly reg- 
istered on the dial when the call is made, there would be 
no such trouble ninety-nine tines out of a hundred. 


2. "(Jets wrong number in making calls." This might 


happen because of defective use of the dial by the user. 
Our inspector made .'J10 calls from 02 telephones to all 
parts of the county and got the number he went after 
every lime, except once. 


,'i. "Other subscribers on their line have receiver off the 


hook." We submit thai this complaint is an unfair one 
as against the telephone service of this company but is 
listed just the same. When service on a line is impaired 
because of a palpable misuse by a subscriber, the com- 
pany ought not to be charged with bad service in conse- 
quence. 


4. "Do not get all of their incoming calls." This prob- 


ably means that they are at times a little slow in getting 
lo their phone to answer and the calling party hangs up. 
The 210 who actually answered in our recent test, aver- 
aged only 1,">.4 seconds. A person making a call ought to 
give at least one minute's time for the answer before 
hanging up. 


If this complaint comes because somebody said, "they 


called and nobody answered," and "we were at home all 
the time," we beg leave to step out from under the blame. 
Too much human nature,' too much alibi-ing and too 
much chance for human error to enter into such a situa- 
tion to make the discussion even interesting. 


It is significant that only one out of 02 made this sort 


of complaint. 


5. "Gets eight to ten calls a day for other numbers." We 


venture to say there is not a single station in Newark 
that gets as many as eight calls per day meant for some 
one else. If the switch board of this company were so 
defective that each station received that many wrong 
calls per day, it wouldn't be a telephone service at all, it 
would be chaos and we wouldn't have 90 per cent of our 
telephone users saying the service was even fair. The 
few wrong numbers called in this city come from pulling 
the wrong number on the calling dial, 9 per cent of the 
times. Our investigator called 310 times and didn't gel a 
wrong number but once. 


0. "Poor long distance service. Gives call to long dist- 


ance operator and when asking later about same call the 
operator knows nothing about it." 


That is one real, legitimate, bomb-proof criticism of the 


service. There is no excuse to be made. Long distance 
service depends upon the human element and sometimes 
th human element fails. 


It would therefore appeal- lhal 00 out of 62 telephone 


users have "good" or "i'air" ^service and lhal of Hie other 
two one had a real kick, and Ihis only from that branch 
of the telephone service not operated by Ihe automatic. 
That's a percentage of efficiency of 97. For the auto- 
malic service alone it is a percentage of 98.4. What other 
service in Newark can make a similar showing.
